HINTS TO ROUGH AND READY RIDERS. 

From the great strength, as well as the peculiar nature of the Leicestershire, 
Rutlandshire, and Northamptonshire fences, the Meltonian gets many falls in the 
course of the season. Here coolness comes to his aid, and it is even accounted 
an accomplishment to l*e able to fall well. Instead of losing hold of his reins, and 
abandoning his horse to his own will, as the man who is much flurried at this mo¬ 
ment invariably does, the cool sportsman not only keeps them fast in his hand, and 
thus secures his horse, but when he perceives him likely to roll over or upon his 
person, he frequently saves himself from injury by shoving himself along the ground, 
out of his reach—obtaining the fulcrum to enable him to do so, from the rolling 
body of his horse * In other cases of peril, independent of getting clear of his 
horse, the art of falling well saves many a bone from being broken, if not dislo¬ 
cated necks. Next to a blown horse coming ncck-and-croup over a high timber 
fence, a fall in galloping at full speed is most dangerous, and apt to dislocate the 
neck or produce a concussion of the brain, by the head of the rider coining to the 
ground before any other part of his body ; and from the velocity of the fall there lsr 
little time for precaution. The practised faller, however, if such a term can be al¬ 
lowed me, breaks the violence of this concussion by putting out both his hands, 
and rolling himself, as it were, from off his saddle. Bv so doing, the collar-bone 
1 may be, and often is. fractured ; but that is an accident of temporary inconvenience, 
and unattended with danger ; whereas a broken neck is very rarely reduced. 

But it is a curious fact, that there are much fewer instances of broken necks in 
the field in the present age, than there were nearly a century ago, notwithstanding 
that for one man who rode a-hunting theu there are fifty now ; and the pace ot 
bounds, as well as style of ridmg, is much altered as to speed. This has been ac¬ 
counted for m two wavs ; first, the modem sportsman sits, for the most part, down 
on lus saddle; whereas he of older times stood up in his stirrups, and when his 
horse fell with him in his gallop, was nearly certain to lull on Ins head; secondly, 
he did not ride the well-bred, superiorly-actioned horse, that the modem sportsman 
r des ; which would account for lus falling oftener in his gallop, and particularly as 
the surface of the country, in lus day. was uncultivated and uneven, compared to 
what it now is. Neither was the generally-adopted hunting-cap of much service 
to him in falls of this description. On the contrary, from its being so low in the 
crown, as it was then made, coming in immediate contact with the top ot the head, 
the concussion was greater, if lie were thrown on his head, than if it had been

FATTENING OF HORSES. 

To fatten a horse in a short space of time has generally been considered a 
very great art, and attended with much difficulty. Some authors are of opinion, 
it unnecessary for a horse to swallow a certain quantity of medicine to pro¬ 
duce the desired effect; while others rely on an uncommon or peculiar kind oF 
food ; but experience has proved that both opinions are erroneous, and that tho 
lew simples I shall here recommend, together with good nibbing, and a particular 
manner of feeding, will accomplish the fattening of a horse that is not a garron or 
extremely poor, within three or four weeks. After your stable is prepared, pro¬ 
vide a plenty of good com, hominy, oats, bran and fodder—also a sufficient quan¬ 
tity of straw to keep him with a comfortable and clean bed ; then notice the con¬ 
dition of the anunal for the purpose of bleeding in the neck. .Should he be very 
poor, take from him only one quart of blood ; if in tolerable plight two quarts—- 
repeating the bleeding at the expiration of every eight or ton days, until he is laL 
Take of flaxseed one pint, boil it to a stout tea of one quart; take ot powdered 
brimstone, one table spoonful; saltpetre, one tea spoonful; of bran one and an 
half gallons; mix them all together, scalding the bran with tea, forming a mash; 
which niav be given every eight days; not permitting the horse to drink cold 
water for eight or ten hours afterwards. Take of assafoetida (which may be pro¬ 
cured from any apothecary’s shop) half an ounce ; wrap it in a clean linen rag, 
and nail it in the bottom of the manger where the animal is fed; at first the none 
will eat unwillingly where it is placed, but in a few days he will grow remarkably 

When you commence kind treatment toward a horse that has been cruelly used^ 
let it be with great caution, or you may produce a founder or some other uijuiy L- 
those serviceable animals being too often hard used and half lf * * 

or four days, allowance a horse (you intend fattening) to two and a half g "|° n8 * 
day, six or eight bundles of fodder, or an equal quantity of hay , after which you 
may keep vour rack constantly full of long food, and never permit the manger t» 
be entirely empty, taking care to change the food every day giving the largest 
portion of bran, viz :-bran and hominy, bran and oats, bran and com, bran atone,- 
lats, com, hominy, &c„ &c. The food moistened occasionally with strong sassa¬ 
fras tea, produces an admirable effect; it whets the appetite, enriches the blood.

and washed twice a week with vinegar and salt; this krnd of atteiBMm wffiIan!
